When we ‘obtain the best for the 
least we usually congratulate our- 
selves; but in some cases obtaining 
the best for the least should .make 
us blush for the very humiliation of 
it. San Bernardino County has one 
of the best sheriffs in the state, and 
he works for the least remuneration 
of any sheriff in the state. During 
the recent shopmen’s strike there 
was evidently but one county official 
to whom the people of this county 
looked with confidence to maintain 
law and order, and that official was 
Sheriff Walter Shay. Sheriff Shay 
fiag maintained law and order to 
the best of his ability and has dem- 
onstrated once again that tax-payers 
may depend on him to make San 
Bernardino County a safe place in 
which to live, raise one’s children 
and educate them for the better 
things of life. 

Sheriff Shay receives the paltry 
sum .of $2400 a year, while other 
sheriffs in Southern California re- 
ceive from $8000 to $8000, Sheriff 
Shay receiving the lowest salary of 
any sheriff in the state. On the 
November ballot is Proposition No. 
$5, which gives to Sheriff Shay an 
increase in salary, and voters should 
consider that proposition seriously. 

The idea of an increase for the 
sheriff was not inaugurated by Sher- 
iff Shay, but rather by his many 
friends, who realize that his salary 
igs so far out of proportion to the 
service he renders that it is em- 
barassing when the amount paid him 
per year is mentioned. Let us show 
Sheriff Shay that we appreciate him. 
and his. excellent conduct of the 
office.

“My dear President Blaisdell: Just 
a line to say that Ray Moremen has 
been trained the man in true Po- 
mona spirit.

DSTRIGT ATTORNEY 
CANDIDATE: MAKES 
A STATEMEN 









With the approach of election day 
voters are again interested in things 
political, and one of. the foremost 
contests in this county will be over 


the district attorney’s office. Geo. 
H. Johnson, who is a candidate, re- 
‘cently issued a statement to the 
voters of the county as to the man- 
ner in which he proposes to con- 
duct the office if elected. His state- 
ment is as follows: 

To the Voters of San Bernardino 

County: 

The office of District Attorney is 
now non-partisan under the law and 
although I am a Republican I there- 
fore do not have the support of any 
organization in my campaign for 
this office, neither do I have the 
support of any particular faction or 
clique of our citizens. It is impos- 
sible to personally interview all of 
the voters and I therefore take this 
method of presenting my candidacy 
and some of the important matters 
arising in this campaign. 

If elected District Attorney, my 
first duty and responsibility will be 
to attend to the duties of the office, 
and it will be my desire to secure 
the very best assistants and. deputies 
available in .order to have all of 
the work of the office properly han- 
dled. The District Attorney, it seems 
to me, should be an officer who real- 
izes the duty and _ responsibility 
which are his, and he should have 
the vigor and determination to per-' 
form his duty at all times. He 
should, above all, be free from fear 
or favor. He should avoid the at- 
tempts of those who would use. the 
office to satisfy their personal. ven- 
geance or for their own selfish pur- 
poses. Withal, he should be ready 
and willing to enforce the laws just 
as they stand, bearing in mind that 
the dignity and the peace of the peo- 


the majority of the people as it has 
been expressed are his to uphold. 
The duties of the District Attorney. 


to give counsel to the Board of 


the juetices and constables of each 
tow$ehip, and the officers of each 
school district. In order to properly 
attend to all these duties, it would 
seem only fair to the taxpayers of 
the county for the District Attorney 
to devote his entire time to the 
duties of the office, unless he found 
that he could also follow the private 
practice of law without interfering 
with his duties as District Attorney. 
We find, however, that our present 
District Attorney appears from time 
to time as the attorney in some priv- 
ate matter or litigation, which would 
indicate that he has sufficient time 
on his hands after giving such atten- 
tion as he cares to give to his of- 
ficial duties. Nevertheless, and in 
spite of the fact that he has time 
to handle private practice, it has 
been represented that there is too 
much work to be attended to and 
an extra deputy has recently been 
employed by the county in order 
that the official work of the. office 
may be cared for, the . salary of 
this extra deputy being larger than 
the District Attorney himself re- 
eeives, and which is paid with 
county funds. If I am elected Dis- 
trict Attorney, private practice will 
not be indulged in unless it is very 
certain that it will not interfere with 
the official work of the office. 
During the past few years, thou- 
sands of dollars have been expended 
each year by and under the direction 
of the District Attorney for the pur- 
nose of detecting crime. Thousands 
of dollars in addition have been ex- 
pended in prosecuting those charged 
with crime. No law-breaker or crim- 
inal should go free or unmolested 
because of the expense involved in 
restraining him, but it must be con- 
ceded that while it is necessary to 
use numerous detectives and investi- 
gators for the purpose of detecting 
crimes and to make arrests, the prob- 
ability of convicting a person charg- 
ed with a crime should be rather 
certain before additional thousands 
of dollars are spent in a vain and 
hopeless exposition in any of our 
courts. The attorneys of the county 
in general, as well as many of our 
other citizens, have realized from 
time to time that the District At- 
torney was bringing some defendant 
to trial at an enormous expense for 
iydge, jury and other officers, when 
there was little or no probability of 
securing conviction and which was 
subseouently indicated by the results 
‘obtained, as in the case of People 
vs. Margaret Friend. The utter 
breakdown and failure of the prose 
entions in many of the important 
eeses brought to trial is unnecessary. 
Failure to convict in cases that have 
been widely advertised and tried at 
great expense to the county, very 
naturally results in. conterpt rather 
than respect for the law. It has 
been said that the acquittal of one 
person charged with crime does 
more harm to law enforcement and

ALFORD AND HULING 
CONTINUE FIGHT 


First of a series of attacks on the 
legality of the 88 indictments return- 
ed by the grand jury charging F. E. 
Alford, former city manager of On- 
tario, and John E. MHuling, his 
brother-in-law, with defrauding the 
city out of nearly $30,000, began this 
afternoon at 1:30 o'clock before 
Judge J. W. Curtis in the superior 
court. 

Attorneys for Alford and Huling 
will argue their motions to dismiss 
the entire 38 indictments on the 
grounds that they were prepared ir- 
regular to law and that an unnamed 
patty was allowed in the grand 
jury room in violation to the law 


while the indictments were being 
returned. 


























































Demurrers Drafted 

If the motions are denied by 
Judge Curtis it is known that Al- 
ford and Huling’s attorneys will file 
demurrerg to the 38 indictments, at- 
tacking their legal technicality and 
asking that they be dismissed. The 
demurrers have been drafted and 
are ready for filing in the court. 

Deputy District Attorney M. O. 
Hert will insist that, the indictments, 
charging one of the most systematic 
and startling series of swindles in 
municipal history of the county, he 
held intact. 

“It would be virtually a wonder,” 
said Mr. Hert yesterday, “if all of 
the 38 indictments, however, are free 
from ‘slight legal irregularities he- 
cause of the haste in which they 
were prepared, but in the main they 
cannot be thrown out of court, I be- 
lieve.” : 

Both Men Get Bail 

The indictments were returned by 
the grand jury after nearly a month's 
investigation, when a mass of evi- 
dence was laid before the inquisitor- 
ial body. Alfred and Huling are at 
literty on $25,000 bail. Both deny 
any crooked deals and have retiined 
an imposing array of legal talent to 
defend them. 

They were bound over to the su- 
perior court on two counts charging 
swindling of specific instances not 
included in the 88 indictments at a 
hearing before Justice of the Peace

‘tacks on the indictments are but the 
preliminary steps toward an appeal 
to the supreme court in the event 
Alford and Huling are convicted. 
Their attorneys are leaving.no stones 
unturned in the defense fight. 

The case, when it finally goes be- 
fore a jury, will undoubtedly prove 
to be one of the sensations of. su- 
perior court history for several reas- 
ons, both sides having predicted un- 
suspected evidence. 





creates more disregard and disre- 
spect for the law than can be off- 
set by many convictions. 

The records indicate that aside 
from the salaries and ordinary ex- 
penses of the District Attorney's of- 
fice there is spent by and under the 
direction of this officer from $7,000 
to $10,000 each year for the purpose 
of detecting crime. There ig ex- 
pended for the trial of criminal 
cases an average of almost the same 
amount in addition. In other words, 
there has been expended under the 
direction of the District Attorney 
and by reason of the prosecution of 
cases handled by the District Attor- 
ney an average of approximately 
$14,000 per year. During the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1922, the fig- 
ures show that this sum aggregate? 
‘$14,849.55. These figures as stated 
do not include the salaries and or- 
dinary operating expenses of the 
District Attorney's office. Nor do 
these figures include the salaries re- 
ceived by judges and other officers 
of the courts who receive a regular 
salary. If the proper proportion of 
all these items are added to the 
cost of the cases handled, the tota! 
would approach an enormous sum. 
If I have the honor of being elected 
District Attorney, my policy will be 
to conduct a sufficient investigation 
of any case pending before the court 
in order to determine whether or 
not the evidence is sufficient to 
reasonably expect a jury to return 
a verdict of conviction when the 
case is properly tried, and otherwise 
the case will be dismissed before 
trial. tf this policy is followed, there 
should be few cases tried which re- 
sult in failure of conviction. To do 
otherwise means an extravagant and 
useless expenditure of county funds 
with only very harmful results at: 
tained. 

It will be my policy as District 
Attorney if I am elected to use my 
best endeavors at all times to create 
respect for the law and to expend 
county funds judiciously and econ- 
omically to the end that some real 
results will be secured, 

My pledge at the beginning of this 
campaign was “Vigorous and impar- 
tial law enforcement.” I will stand 
on that pledge, feeling that effective 
and honest law enforcement does not 
require such extravagant expenditure 
of public money as we have witness- 
ed during the past eight years. With 
this statement I submit my can- 
didacy, hoping to secure your sup- 
port at the election, November 7, 
1922.

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A Rubber Ball and the Tariff 


IFE, liberty, and the pursuit of a rubber 
ball—is one of the inalienable rights 

of childhood. If tariff interfered with

But how does 
it happen to cost so much? Is it due to the 
duty on balis? 

This ball was made in Germany, where 
workers get wages of only one tenth as much 
as American labor gets. It was made in 
Germany and sold there for 11 cents. Freight, 
ete., to America was: one cent; tariff duty, 
three cents. Total cost landed in America, 
15 cents. Suppose, the importer got 50 per 
cent profit for his trouble, that would make 
the ball sell in America for 23 cents, or, sup- 
pose he got 100 per cent profit, then the ball 
would sell for 30 cents. But no, our greedy 
importer sells the ball for 65 cents. That is 
433 per cent profit. Too big a profit, and all 
the time he is pretending to be greatly 
grieved about having to charge, the ‘‘dear 
consumer’’ so much ‘‘on account of the tariff.’ 
It’s all hypocrisy ‘‘dear consumer’’; don’t be- 
lieve it. 

Fifteen cents cost, including the duty of 
3 cents, 65 cents sale price, 433 per cent profit. 
Big sale price ‘‘on account of the tariff.’’ 

He sells those lovely bails that low, 
Because he loves the consumer so!

Mars, although retreating rapidly away from 
us, still is a notable point of red light. Her 
distance, which was something like 42,000,000 
miles from the earth June 18, has now in- 
creased to 75,000,000 and will become 140,- 
000,000 by the end of the year. 

Duriag the early months of 1923 Jupiter 
and Saturn will be conspicuous in the morning 
sky, and, together with Venus, will delight 
early risers who love the glories of the stellar 
realm. There is no more faseinating study 
for old or young than astronomy, and the boys 
and girls should be encouraged to learn the 
‘‘oeography’’ of the sky as well as that of the 
planet on which they live.

AQUEDUCT "AGAIN SUPPLIES 
POWER AFTER REPAIRS 





Damages being repaired, 
duct is again furnishing su ficient} 
water to supply its power plants, | 
after having been greatly reduced 
in capacity for about forty days. 
The first break in the aqueduct oc- 
curred between the Haiwee  reser- 
voir and the Fairmont reservoir on 
August 19, at which time water from 
the closed conduit system broke out 
The second, due to a_ cloudburst. 
clogged the open ditch above the 
Haiwee reservoir completely cutting 
off the supply from_ Owens River. 
This impaired the generating ca- 
pacity of the city plants in the San 
Francisquito Canyon, as there was 
not sufficient water to drive them to 
their normal capacity. 

The contract between the city and 
the Southern California Edison Com- 
pany made it possible to turn this 
load over to the Edison Company 
to furnish from its steam plants. 
This saved*the lighting situation on 
the streets, business houses and resi- 
dences of Los Angeles, which would 
have otherwise been in partial or 
total darkness, and kept factories 
going and the wheels of industry 
turning. 

It is estimated that the two breaks 
caused a loss of about one-twelfth 
of the annual electric output of the 
city’s aqueduct power plants.—From 
Los Angeles Times, Oct. 4, 1922.

; American citizenship, while an alién

} ,cated an independent citizenship 
measure. 


If an American woman formally 
renounces her citizenship, or if she 
marries an alien ineligible to citi- 
zenship, she becomes an alien; but 
otherwise her citizenship is on a 
status equal to male citizenship and 
depends entirely upon herself; and 
is subject to the same rules which 
control the citizenship and natural- 
ization of male citizens. 

Althoufih the subject has long been 
a mooted question, and of especial 
interest to women, and urged by a 
number of women’s organizations, it 
was impossible to .get the Demo- 
cratic administration to pay any 
attention to it. It was left for the
